A Remorbable Decision. 

Judge Ryan of the Circuit Court at St. Louis has just handed down a decis- 
ion, in effect that if a person buys goods of a trust operating in violation of 
the antitimst law, such person need not pay for them any more than he need pay 
a gambling debt. This decision, if it shall be sustained by the higher courts, 
will be likely to have great influence on business conditions, indeed, it is liable 
to greatly modify business customs. Carried to its ultimate conclusion it 
means that if a person can prove that he has purchased goods of an illegal trust 
or combination, he need not pay for then* no matter what they may be and such 
conclusion reduces business to a strictly cash basis. 

But there is a [question as to whether or not the decision will be sustained. 
There is a difference between an obligation created by a ' business transaction 
and a gambling debt. In a business transaction goods are delivered for a con- 
sideration mutually agreed upon. A gamblin^debt is’simply evidence of failure 
to win at gaming, involving the'delivery of absolutely nothing. If then pay- 
ment for goods delivered is denied, much more law would seem to be violated 
than in the case of refusal^to’pay a gambling debt. Perhaps there will be sa 
much law involved that the court’s decision will have to be revised.

We cannot understand what Kansas City had against the amiable dog, that 
he was offered indignities of this kind. .Dogs have been viviseted, split, tom 
to pieces, skinned alive and otherwise maltreated in the interests of science, 
but never before has such an instance of refined cruelty as the canned meat ex- 
periment come to public notice, that we know of. The only living things that 
can fatten on canned meat are blue-bottle flies and maggots, and they have 
their innings before the meat goes into the cans, if what investigators tell us 
is true. More than that the dog is not a lower animal. If Kansas City wanted 
the lowest ot the lower animals, why was not any one of the big packers 
caught and^experimented upon? The'interests of science would have been as 
well conserved and the crimes of the packer would have been fittingly punished. 
The human mind cannot conceive anything more h<)rrible than two weeks of 
canned meat and nobody knows that better than the packers themselves.’

The following is an official memo- 
randum of the changes effective July 
15 in the rural mail servicejof the Paris 
postoffice’: 

Pursuant to the recommendations of 
Special Agent Clary, who recently in- 
spected the Rural Service iiv Bourbon 
county, the following changes, ordered 
by the Fourth Assistant Postmaster 
General, v/ill become effective after 
July 15, 1906. These changes were 
nece^itated by the frequent and long 
lapping of the rural routes over each 
other, which, when straightened but, 
rendered one unnecessary. After the 
trip on July 15 the changes becoming 
effective are as follows : 

Route No. 9 will be discontinued, 
the territory formerly supplied by it 
being served by Route No. 1, which 
will leave the postoffice at 8 a. m. 
instead of at 11 :4-5, and its direction as 
follows : 

Southeast on North Middletown pike 
to North Middletown postofRce ; South 
and Southwest on Thatchers Mill pike 
to Paris & Winchester pike; North' on 
Paris & Winchester pike to Ironworks 
pike ; West on Ironworks pike to Clin- 
tonville pike; North on Clintonville 
pike to city limits. Length of Route 
No. 1, 29 2-3 miles. Carrier on said 
route carrying locked pouch* to North 
Middletown postoffice as heretofore. 

Route No. 2 wiil leave postoffice 
at 11 :45 a. m. instead of at 8 :30 as 
heretofore, and its direction is as fol- 
lows : * 

South on Paris & Winchester pike to 
Clay’s corner on Spears Mill pike ; 
East on Spears Mill pike to Bedford’s 
comer; South to Thomas’ corner; East 
to Paris and North Middletown pike ; 
Southeast to North Middletown post- 
office; Northeast to Harrods Creek 
pike at Rogers’ comer; Northwest 
on Harr-»ds Creek pike to North 
Middletown pike; North on North 
Middletown pike to Steele pike ; North- 
heast on * Steele pike to Flat Rock 
pike; West on Flat Rock pike to city 
limits. Length of Route 2 2?i miles. 

The pttrons petitioned the postmas- 
ter for a change of time on Rural Route 
No. 5, which was recommended and 
gran^^ed, said route leaving postoffice 
at 8 :30 a. m. instead of at 11 :45 as 
heretofore. 

By these changes Rural Service will 
be discontinued on the following pikes : 

One mile on Winchester pike, lying 
between Ironworks & Spears Mill 
pikes. 

One mile on Thatchers Mill pike, 
lying between Austerlitz and the Win- 
chester pike. 

One mile on Clintonville pike, lying 
betv/een Clintonville postoffice and 
Ironworks pike. 

Two miles on Thatchers Mill pike, 
lying betv/een the Clintonville and 
Austerlitz postoffices, which territory 
v/ill be supplied by Star Route between 
two postoffees, making practically no 
change in the service in that territory.
